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"A Greater Trinity in the Heart of Greater Appleton” 


Trinity English Evangelical Lutheran Church was organized by nine adult members 
on February 7, 1915, following church services held in the meeting room of the Odd 
Fellows Lodge. Field Missionary W. C. Stump was the organizer, assisted by Dr. Frick 
and Mission Superintendent Luther Hogshead. The first regular service was conducted 
by Pastor A. J. Sommer of St. Paul’s Neenah. Later, Mr. B. J. Stecker (now pastor 
of our partons’ s, Fond du Lac) was student pastor while attending Lawrence College. 


In 1917 me young congregation courageously purchased property on West Harris 
Street near North Oneida Street and erected a small chapel. The first permanent pastor, 
the Reverend F. L. Schreckenberg, was called near the end of that year. The present 
church edifice was erected at 219 South Allen Street in 1924 during his pastorate. 
The Reverend D. E. Bosserman became pastor in 1930 and served until 1939. 
He was succeeded by the Reverend C. H. Zeidler. 


During the fifteen years ‘of leadership by Pastor Zeidler the congregation grew in 
size, strength, and stewardship. Additional property was acquired adjacent to the 
church and construction on the Parish Hall begun. It was dedicated in June, 1955. 


The present pastor, the Reverend I. B. Kindem, came to Trinity in January, 1955. 
From the summer of 1955 until May. 1957, the Reverend Charles Luhn, was .assistant 
pastor. Prior to the arrival of Pastor Luhn the congregation had been ine: for 

several years by a parish worker, Miss Selma Lemp.

EXAMINING COMMITTEE 


January 29, 


Re—The Resdmission of Victor Wrigley as of the 


At the close of the special meeting of the Northwest Synod held in Holy Trinity 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of Minneapolis, Minn., on 1 January 26, 1956 the follow- 
ing resolution was unanimously adopted: 


“That because the love of Christ constraineth us, and because we love one another, 
we the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest hereby resolve, that — 
we reiterate the position of the Presideat of the Northwest Synod, who on Monday, 
April 4, 1955 called on Pastor Wrigley and Pastor Crist suggesting that these men 
confer with the members of our Seminary faculty or with any of our pastors in 
whose judgment they have confidence so that their doctrinal differences might be 
resolved; and be it further resolved, that we indicate anew that we would be most — 
happy—yes we would covet—to embrace them into the family of the Northwest 
Synod dedicate our prayers for these men to this end.” : 


In accordance with this resolution Victor Wrigley made a request addressed to the 
Rev. Paul Bishop, D.D., President of the Northwest Synod.that he meet with the 
Examining Committee at the 1956 meeting of the Synod. This examination was 
held in Pentecost Evangelical Lutheran Church of Milwaukee, Wisconsin. After a 
careful examination the committee found that while there was growth and reap- 
proachment to the Lutheran faith as held by the Northwest Synod, it would not 
recommend his reinstatement until more complete agreement was noted in his position: 
Bs Objective authority of the Scriptures; 2. Virgin Birth: 3. and the physical 
resurrection of Christ. They recommended to Synod that he be given an opportunity 
to meet with the Examining Committee in January of 1957. 

A second request was made by Victor Wrigley to meet with the Examining Com- 
mittee in Minneapolis on January 29, 1957. The Rev. A. A. Zinck, chairman 
requested the Rev. B. J. Stecker to act as the temporary chairman because of recent 
surgery. 

In notifying Victor Wrigley of the coming meeting the temporary dhetrmes asked 
that he submit a written statement of his faith. He inclosed a set of questions on the 
Virgin Birth submitted by the Rev. J. F. Marlatte, D.D., together with a question 
of the Rev. John Rilling, D.D., “Whether he would accept Article II of the synodical 
constitution wholeheartedly."’ 

At the executive session of the Examining Committee the ine ine questions were 
formulated to guide the discussion. 


1. Do you believe in the Virgin Birth? Why? 

2. Victor Wrigley affirms that he sees in Christ: “true God and true man” . . 
therefore is it not true that there must be a miracle involved in the Incarnation? 

3. Did Jesus have a human father? Did Jesus have original sin? 

4. How was Christ raised from the dead—-with what body? 

5. Make a statement on the Inspiration of the Word. 

6. What is the church? : 


The Sacraments: 

a. Have you changed your statement made to the Examining Comanitins last 
spring re the Sacrament of the Altar? ; 

b. What do you mean by regeneration in the Sacrament of Baptism? : 


8. Is Justification by Faith a forensic act of God? 
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The Examining Committee agreed that in event a reinstatement was recommended .« 
that Victor Wrigley must agree to the statement that, “there has been growth in 

his evangelical concept of the Christian faith as held by the Lutheran Church.”’ 
That in event of a recommendation of reinstatement that Victor Wrigley should 

make an apology in person to the Northwest Synod in the form of a brief prepared 
statement approved by the Examining Committee. The Examining Committee con- 
curred in the recommendation of the temporary chairman that a court reporter take 
down the proceedings so that a proper decision could be reached without resorting to 
notes or memory. 


A Statement of Faith by Victor Wrigley 


In this statement I wish to bear witness to my Christian faith. In doing so. I 
find that Luther’s famous phrase expressed my deepest conviction in simple words: 
‘The essence of faith is to see God in the despised man, Christ.’’ When I stand before 
Christ I see in Him true God and true Man. When | stand before Him I am under 
judgment, for of myself I am a lost and condemned creature. But when I kneel 
- before Him, I am also under grace, for He came not to condemn the world, but 
that the world through Him might be saved. I therefore seek constantly to take 
up my cross and follow Him——to commit myself to Him in utter trust and con- 
fidence that He Who is God’s true Son is my Savior from all sins, from death, and 
from the power of the devil—that He has secured and delivered me from these, not 
with silver and gold, but with His holy and precious blood, and with His innocent 
sufferings and death, in order that I might be His, live under Him in His kingdom, 
and serve Him in everlasting righteousness, innocence and blessedness, even as He 
is risen from the dead, and lives and reigns to all eternity. I believe this to be — 
true. 

I learn of this saving Christ only from the witness which others bear to me of 
Him. I acknowledge, with the Lutheran Confessions, that this good news of Christ, 
which we call ‘* the Gospel”’ is witnessed to us “not merely in one way . . . for God is 
superabundantly rich in His grace: First through the spoken Word by which the 
forgiveness of sins is preached to the whole world: which is the peculiar office of 
the Gospel. Secondly, through baptism. Thirdly, through the holy sacrament of the 
altar. Fourthly, through the power of the keys, and also through the mutual con- 
versation and consolation of the brethren .. ."’ (Smalcald Articles, Part III, Article | 
IV). In this witness which others have borne to me in Word and Sacrament, all things 
have their source and fountainhead in Jesus Christ, the Living Word ... and in. 
the Holy Scriptures which testify of Him. These same Holy Scriptures I acknowledge 
and receive as ‘‘the Word of God, inspired by the Holy Ghost, the only infallible 
rule of faith and practice.’ 

"To these same Holy Scriptures I always turn, searching them because they testify 
of Christ, the Word made flesh. I believe that in all its parts the Holy Scriptures 
bear witness to the ineffable mystery and miracle of the Incarnation. I believe that 
the Scriptural accounts of the Birth of Jesus are in full agreement with that constant 
testimony that He is true God and true Man, and I receive and acknowledge them 
as such. 

I further believe that my Lord and Savior Jesus Christ is the Risen Lord—to which 
the Holy Scriptures also bear constant witness. In keeping with the Scriptural witness 
I believe that this Jesus (whom men crucified) God raised up, and of-that the 
apostolic writers were witnesses . . . and that God has made Him both Lord and 
Christ, this Jesus whom men crucified (Acts 2). With the Scriptural witness, I. 
believe thae our Lord Jesus Christ crucified and risen, now calls upon us to follow 
Him, for we are buried with Him by baptism into death, so that as Christ was 
raised from the dead by the glory of the Father, we too might walk in newness of — 
life. So we must consider ourselves dead to sin and alive to God in Christ Jesus 
(Romans 6). If it is ever in our minds to wonder about the nature of the Resur- 
rection, or to ask, ‘‘How are the dead raised? With what body do they come?,’’ then 
I believe we are on the safest ground when we rest content with the Scriptural 
words: “‘What is sown is perishable, what is raised is imperishable. It is sown in — 
dishonor, it is raised in glory. It is sown in weakness, it is raised in power. It is 
sown a physical body. it is raised a spiritual body”’ (I Cor. 15). | 
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Jet is out of this kind of faith in Jesus Christ as my Risen Lord and Savior that 
I preach and teach. It is my desire to continue to bear witness to my Lord as a 
Minister of His Gospel. I believe myself to be true to the Word of God as it is 


confessed by the Evangelical Lutheran Church. Accordingly I ask for re-admission 
to the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest as a minister-member. 
In so asking, I affirm that the statement of faith made in Article Il of the Synod’s 
Constitetion is one which I accept as my own.

Placing this prepared statement on record, together with the questions which were 
adopted by the Examining Committee, questions submitted by the Rev. J. F. Marlatte, 
D.D., on the Virgin Birth, and by the Rev. John Rilling, D.D., whether he would 
accept wholeheartedly Article II of the Synodical Constitution, the discussions were 
full and complete. All answers given by Victor Wrigley were satisfactory, and 
reflected what in the judgment of the Examining Committee was a return to the 
faith as it is held by our constitutional requirements. It was evident that Victor 
Wrigley had made a most thorough study of the Lutheran Confessions, and his 
answers were given on the basis of Scripture. 


_ At the close of the examination the following resolution was made by E atoe 
John Shannon, seconded by the Rev. John Rilling, D.D., and unanimously carried: _ 


“In the light of the attached statement you submitted to us, and after searching 
and exhaustive examination of this statement, and his whole doctrinal position, all 
being found in harmony with the doctrines of the Church as expressed in Artcle Il 
of the Constitution of Synod, the Examining Committee concurring with the recom- 
- mendation of Synod (see page 123 of minutes of Synod 1956), recommends that the 
ministry of the Church be recommitted to Victor Wrigley.” 


It was moved by the Rev. A. A. Zinck, D.D., seconded by the Rev. Salis Rilling, 
D.D., that we ask Synod to give Victor Wrigley ‘the opportunity to make a statement 


after action on the previous resolution. Unanimously carried. 


It was moved by the Rev. A. A. Zinck, D.D., seconded by the Rev. J. F. Marlatte, 
D.D., that the office of the ministry be recommitted to Victor Wrigley at the con- 
vention of the Synod in — 1957. Unanimously carried. 


A Statement to ihe Synod of the Northwest 


“I am aware that in all I say and do I am both a sinner and a just person before 
God . . . a sinner of myself, a just person through Christ. Thus I am also aware that 


in the multitude of actions and statements made on my part during the past two _ 


years there has been much that was unchristian; often there was a lack of Christian 
love: many of the judgments 1 made were misjudgments; frequently I spoke in 
haste, when Christian patience would have brought about other expressions. Where 
such actions and statements have grieved and offended faithful disciples, they have 
also been a grief and offense against the Lord Jesus Christ and His Gospel. To all 
who have been thus grieved and offended I now express my honest sorrow and 
repentance. 

_ “And to all who hear me I wish also to affirm that in the troublesome months 
just past my own faith has grown stronger and my convictions firmer. My prayer is 
that, forgetting those things which lie behind and straining forward to that which 
lies ahead, we may press on toward the goal for the prize of the upward call of God 
in Jesus Christ.”

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT © 


Trinity, Ap leton! That is the familiar designation of the congregation whose 
guests we are. It had its beginnings in the Home Mission enterprise of the mid-teens of 
the 20th century. English was a novelty in Lutheran churches then. That’s why the © 
name of the congregation is Trinity English Lutheran Church. 

In 1945 Dr. nH. Gerberding wrote in the Synodical Bulletin: ‘‘Trinity is one of 
the earliest fruits of Field Missionary Stump’s (the late W. C. Stump) endeavors. 
Learning of the opportunity for English Lutheranism_in Appleton through a young 
couple that came to him in his chapel-parsonage in Oshkosh where he was the first 
— he followed up with the _ of Dr. Frick and Mission Superintendent Luther | 
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Hogshead, and organized Trinity with nine charter members. The first sadleben services 
were held by Pastor A. J. Sommer of St. Paul’s, Neenah.’’ Called pastors have been 
F. L. Schreckenberg, D. E. Bosserman, C. H. Zeidler, and I. B. Kindem. 

Noteworthy is the fact that Mr. B. J. Stecker, now the esteemed pastor of Our 


Saviour's, Fond du Lac, was the lay-delegate of Trinity Church to the 1916 conven- 


tion held in St. John’s, Oshkosh. Interesting is the description of Trinity's location, 
quoted from the president's report to the 1916 convention: ‘“The Fox River Valley 
including a territory as great as that of ancient Nile, is filled with the treasures of 
heaven, holding a commanding and advantageous location sloping gradually on to the 
Great Lake.” oever enumerates the ‘treasurers of heaven’’ in the Fox River Valley 
in 1957 would list first of all the Christian people gathered into successful congrega- 
tions and devoted to the Lord's service. Trinity is a leader in this respect. Witness 
the following current statistics: baptized membership, 2,483; confirmed membership, 
$25,606.000 membership, 1,570. General Benevolence contributions in 1956, 
$ ! 

Noteworthy in the story of Trinity is the aiunlee of its members who are in full 
time Christian service. The impressive list of active pastors includes. Emerson Jury, 
Jim Primley, Bob Wilch, Kenny Hartzheim, Jarvie Mattes, Jim Wilch. Bob Weeden. 
Bob Gartz, Dave Kopplin. Members now in Seminary include Oscar Schmiege, Jack 
Merton Luebke, Kermit Seehower. Sister Stormfeltz counts Trinity 
as her home. 

The upswing in membership, stewardship, and congregational spirit came with the 
beginning of Pastor Zeidler’s ministry in 1939. The enthusiasm and progress has 
continued under the leadership: of Pastor I. B. Kindem and his associates. Trinity is 
one of the “‘big’’ congregations of Synod. It is big in every way, and, by the grace of 
God, one of its chiefest qualities is loving concern and service. This the delegates will 
experience during the convention. 


Emphasis

Replies from 122 pastors serving congregations, show that the average salary being 
paid "March 1, 1957 is $4,380, parsonage and an average of $571 car allowance per 
annum in addition. 112 of the 122 replies show car allowance. 72 of the 122 
received salary increases in the past year, averaging $421 per annum. The averages 
provide no basis for gratification when it is known that 54 of the “ee have salaries 
of $3,900 and less im year. 


Pensions

salary and related items. For purposes of record; this office encourages congregations 
and pastors to participate in the Contributory Pension Plan of the U.L.C.A. Arrange- 
ments between pastors and congregations for congregational ‘help to provide personal 
insurance for pastors are not in this area and are not recommended.

Growth 


The complete statistical report will be found elsewhere. Here we have opportunity — 
to thank all in Synod for continued growth. Membership summaries are: Baptized 
increased from 128,208 to 134,730; that is 5%. Confirmed increased from 83,833 
to 88,312; that is 5.2%. Communing increased from 71,171 to 74,905: that is 
5%. Percentage of confirmed members reported as communing is 84.82. The reported 
increases are but average in our history. And this in spite of the fact that 1956 
brought 6 new congregations whose memberships accounted for 20% of the increases 
in each category. Questions. May we consider the Evangelism Missions of 1956 and 
1957 as “practise runs’’ which will provide the experience that will result in greater 
gains for Christ’s Kingdom? | 


Pastors in Short Supply © 


Two things coincided to make the short supply of pastors critical in Synod. The 
first was the availability of Social Security on July 1, 1956. Because of it six pastors 
retired from the active ministry. Normally there would have been one or two. The 
second was the operation of the Intern Year at Northwestern Seminary. The academic 
year 1956-57 saw this plan chosen by nine seminarians. This postponed their avail-

The Face of Things to Come 


Serious conversations on merger involving the U.L.C.A. and three other 
Lutheran bodies picture new geographical boundaries and new areas of association. —

body be large or small? The answer is in the future. It appears that in either case

A sirong, aggressive program of synodical life and activity should be maintained at . 
all times and regardless of future associations. The Synod of the Northwest which 
represents the United Lutheran Church in this geographical area must be ready to go 
into the op ory sop as a virile, and forward looking witness for Christ.

Pastors Not Under Call 


The 1956 convention resolved ‘‘That, in view of Resolution 5, paragraph (a) of 
the supplemental report of the Executive Committee, adopted at the May meeting of 
Synod, 1955, the Rev. John Gerberding, the Rev. Warren Host, and the Rev. 
Joseph Stump be required to deposit their ordination papers with the President of 
Synod.’’ These were three distinct resolutions and are combined in this report because 
they are completely similar. 

_ The resolution adopted at the 1955 convention (Minutes page 42) is: ‘That 
the ministerial rolls of U.L.C.A. Synods should consist only of those serving under a 
call or its equivalent, those retired by reason of age or physical. incapacity, and, re 
the approval of Synod, those who are awaiting a call to a new field of labor; and 

‘“That this new policy shall not affect the standing of any minister, not now in 
distinctly secular employment, on the ministerial roll of a synod as long as he remains 
in his present position or employment.” | 
In the administration of this resolution the president of synod sent letters to each 
of the pastors designated and reports as follows: Joseph Stump’s letter, dated March 
13, 1957: ‘Six months ago I went to Asia as a member of a Pastors’ team com- 
prised of Dr. Bob Pierce, President of World Vision; Dr. Donald Barnhouse, Pastor 
of Tenth Presbyterian Church in Philadelphia; Dr. Richard Halvorson, Pastor First 
Presbyterian Church, Hollywood: and Rev. Reginal Goff, Methodist Bishop and 
Pastor of Worland (Wyoming) Methodist Church. I was very happy to be a mem- 
ber of this team as I believe I enhanced the Lutheran name around the world. . . . It is 
true that my work has been outside the Lutheran Fold, but that is a result of circum- 
stances and not of choice. This fall I am expecting to accept the invitation of the 
Rev. Arthur S. Olson, Director of the Lutheran World Federation in Kowloon, Hong- 
kong, China, to conduct a month's meetings in Lutheran Churches under his direc- 
tion. Within the next month I shall be preaching in two Lutheran Churches on the 
West Coast. Upon my return I shall conduct a week of services at Hope Lutheran 
Church (Augustana) Minneapolis. . . . | have kept my membership in St. John’s, 
Duluth and they have elected me, without solicitation or suggestion on my part, 
Pastor Emeritus for life. The president of the Pacific Synod has offered me a church 
and I may settle down from my travels in a few years. I trust that you will prayerfully 
consider these things and that the Synod will see its way clear to let me retain the 


Ordination Papers.”’ 


-Inasmuch as the Rev. Joseph Stump is not in “distinctly secular work” and has not 
changed positions since the adoption of the Synod’s resolution in 1955, it is recom- 
mended that he be permitted to retain his ordination papers. 

On hand is the following from the Rev. John Gerberding: ‘I am presently sup- 

lying the pulpit at the Lutheran Church at Montfort, Wisconsin at the request of 
plying Knox and the Synod. I am also teaching the weekly confirmation class at the 
Synod’s church in Cassville in the absence of a pastor.

Again Northwestern Seminary, with genuine gratitude to Almighty God and to 
the thousands of Christian people of the Synod of the Northwest, rejoices to report 


progress and advancement. 


- Since September, 1956, 73 students have enrolled from 28 different étillegén and 
whiversities, and 8 seminaries. [Thirty-seven are married, thirty-six single. Thirty 
came from the congregations of the Synod of the Northwest. Nine have been intern- 
ing during the year. 

On May 17 fifteen seniors will be graduated. The faculty has approved and rec- 
ommends to the Board the following men for graduation and degrees: Robert E. 


_Gartz, Raymond Hansen, August Heide, Bertrand Johnson, Fredrick Lueders, Wen-

Dr. Dwight H. Shelhart presented the 


REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSIONARY 
CHARGE OF SURVEY AND ORGANIZATION | 


During the past synodical year, at the direction of the Synodical Executive Commit- 


tee, this missionary has given his full time to the work of scouting for prospective © 


home mission fields, clearing fields requested for allocation to the Synod of the North- 


west through the several National Lutheran Council Regional Committees on our — 


territory, surveying and canvassing fields allocated to us and overseeing the organiza- 
tion of congregations on fields that have been entered during the year. 


Through this office we have endeavored to work through and keep contact with the — 


National Lutheran Council Regional Home Mission Committees on our territory. 


Your missionary has been appointed as one of the official representatives of the United : 
Lutheran Church on the Madison (Wisconsin and Upper Michigan) Regional Com- — 


mittee but he also works in close contact with the representatives of our church on 
the Minnesota, North Dakota and Montana Regional Committees. 

During the past synodical year eight fields that have been cleared through the 
Regional Committees and assigned to the Synod of the Northwest were canvassed. 
The fields canvassed during the year are: West Capitol Drive, Milwaukee, Wisconsin; 
Butler-Brookfield, Milwaukee, Wisconsin: Southwest Fargo, North Dakota: West 
Bloomington, Minneapolis, Minnesota; Parker’s Lake, Wayzata, Minnesota; South- 
west Neenah, Wisconsin; North Side Kenosha. Wisconsin and Southwest West Bend. 
Wisconsin. A total of 8,288 homes were canvassed. More fields are scheduled for 


canvassing in the near future and undoubtedly more canvassing will be done between — 


the time of this writing and the time of the synodical convention. 

Four fields, previously canvassed and approved for occupancy by the Board of 
American Missions, have been entered during the past synodical year. They are: 
Northwest Billings, Montana; West Bloomington, Minneapolis, Minnesota; Butler- 


Brookfield, Milwaukee, Wisconsin and Parker's Lake, Wayzata, Minnesota. South- 


west Neenah, Wisconsin will be entered between the time of this writing and the time 
of the synodical convention. At this writing the entering of the field in Southwest 


_ Fargo, North Dakota is pending. 


On three of the fields entered during the past year congregations are in the process 
of organization which should be applying for membership in synod at this convention. 


They are: Northwest Billings; Butler-Brookfield, Milwaukee; and West Bloom- | 
ington, Minneapolis. It is hoped that congregations will be organized on the Parker's’ 


Lake, Southwest Neenah,,and Southwest Fargo fields during the coming year. There 
are two more fields, already canvassed, that have been recommended for occupancy. 
Undoubtedly more fields will be recommended for occupancy as the work of canvassing 
progresses during the coming summer months. 

In addition to the regular activities of Survey and Organization assigned to him, this 
missionary, at the direction of the President of Synod, has supplied pulpits in vacant 
congregations, assisted in various church services, installed one pastor and worked 
with Faith Evangelical Lutheran Church of Morrisonville, Wisconsin in having that 
congregation adopt the Model Constitution for Congregations of the Synod of the 
Northwest and in amending the Articles of Incorporation of the congregation so 
that the congregation might be transferred from the membership of the [IIlinois 
Conference of the Augustana Lutheran Church to the Synod of the Northwest. The 
congregation is applying for membership in synod at this convention and will join 
with Bethel Evangelical Lutheran Church of Poynette, Wisconsin in forming a parish, 
making the parish self-supporting. 

Considering fields occupied during the past synodical year, fields requested by us, 
denied to us or surrendered by us, the status of fields assigned to the Synod of the 
Northwest or requested by the Synod through the Regional Committees is as follows: 

In Wisconsin we have four fields allocated to us for regular occupancy and three for 
anticipated occupancy. At this writing we have requests before the Madison Regional 
Committee for three more fields to be allocated to us. 

In Minnesota we have six fields allocated to us for regular occupancy and three for 
anticipated occupancy while we have standing before the Regional Committee our 
request for two fields for regular occupancy. 


In North Dakota we — two fields for regular occupanty and two for anticipated — 


occupancy. 
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In Montana we have three fields deuind to us for regular occupancy and have 
two for anticipated occupancy while at this writing we have applied for one other 
field for anticipated occupancy. 

- Your missionary has continued to keep watch for more opportunities on our vast 
territory. It has been suggested that an investigation be made as to the home mission 

ibilities in a number of communities in the State of South Dakota, which state 
As considered a part of the territory of the Synod of the Northwest. Such investiga- 
tion will be made during the coming months if time permits. We could request more 
fields of the Regional Committees if there were any possibility of our working these 
fields. We try to request only those fields that look the most promising. There is 
still much home mission work that we could do. 

The chief problem that faces us on entering new fields is the finding of adequate 
temporary places of worship. It is becoming more and more difficult to rent such 
places. The result is that new congregations have been haphazardly housed and have- 
been terribly hindered in their beginnings. The urgent need is that a workable plan, 
adaptable to changing conditions on the various fields, be formulated to provide places 
of worship for beginning congregations. Until such a plan is formulated and put 
into practice, our beginning congregations will continue to be handicapped. — 

With the large number of fields allocated to us, and more opportunities constantly

U.L.C.A. Convention is now in effect. As of January 1, 1957, all eligible retired — 


ministers and missionaries, on the pension roll as of June 30, 1956, had their annual 
minimum pensions increased from $1,000 to $1,200, and all widows of eligible 


retired ministers and missionaries, on the roll as of June 30, 1956, had their pensions — 


increased from $500 to $600. 


The Program also now provides for an. annual minimum pension of $900 for all 
eligible ministers and missionaries who were sixty on of age or over as of July l, 


1956, and who come on the pension roll after June 30, 1956. Widows of such 
pastors will receive a minimum annual pension of $450. | 
_ Pastors are advised to note the results of the recent U.L.C.A. action concerning 
pensions as recorded in the Minutes of the 1956 U.L.C.A. Convention. 

The Contributory Pension Plan gained 204 new members in 1956, bringing the 
total membership as of December 31, 1956, to 3,977. The assets of the Plan as of that 


date were $10,782,000.

_ REPORT OF CARTHAGE COLLEGE TRUSTEES 


It is a pleasure to express the appreciation of Carthage College to the officers and 


members of Synod for the interest and help which has been given to our Church Col- 
lege during the past year. Like all church colleges, Carthage is facing ever increasing 


need of financial assistance and recruiting efforts by the Church which has created the 


Institution. At the same time, the College has been showing continual improvement 
in many areas of the Institution’s life. 
As the fiscal year ended on July 31, it was a great satisfaction to find that again 
the College had operated in the black and had a tiny surplus. This small surplus was 
badly needed to continue to strengthen our entire financial structure by increasing our 


cash balance and repaying inter-fund borrowing. It should be noted that a balanced” 


budget is being attained each year through applications of many restrictions, some of 
_ which are harmful to the College. Increased financial assets must be secured in the 
near future if the College is to hold its place during an era when educational institu- 
tions are moving forward at a quickened pace. Our endowment should be three times 
its present size. Such growth will come very slowly. However, the maximum effort 


should be put forth constantly to seek gifts of all sizes for the endowment fund. As | 
Trustees of the College, we appeal to pastors and lay members of Synod to heed this | 


admonition and make a personal commitment to seek such gifts unceasingly. 

. In the absence of an endowment of three. million dollars, Carthage College must 

have increased financial support from our synods. Facing ever increasing educational 
s, particularly in the matter of teachers’ salaries, and needing to invest consider- 

able sums in equipment and Program, we must find ways of securing larger appor- 

tionment grants. 

With the opening of the new school year in September, it was evident that the 
| ability of Carthage College to continue. attracting high school students of high caliber 
is a well established fact. Again 1/3 of our entering freshmen had graduated in the 
upper 10% of their high school class and all but 15 of the remainder had graduated 
in the upper half of their class. The 15 exceptions were admitted on probation on 


the basis of tests which showed their ability to do college work, with the understand- | 


ing that the student had only one semester to prove himself in college. 

It was a keen disappointment to the entire administration when the September en- 
rollment reached only 416, which was 26 below the number enrolled the preceding 
year and 60 less than the number we had anticipated: This was in stark contrast to 
the general trend throughout the nation where small colleges averaged a 6.3% in- 
crease, as well as to the trend in our Lutheran colleges where the average increase was 
5%. One of the contributing factors is the unwillingness of some of our Lutheran 
pastors to work enthusiastically for the enrollment of their young people in their 
Church College. The enrollment item should be one of chief concern to all who have 
pledged to support synodical institutions, as it represents the life blood of the College. 

Several fine teachers have been added to our staff this year to take the places of the 
few who annually leave the College because of retirement or the acceptance of a position 
elsewhere. One member was added to the music faculty to make a total of five full 
time teachers in that department. Next year the College will have a full time chaplain 
again for the first time in several years. The caliber of our faculty continues to be very 
good and many continue to serve in spite of much better offers from other colleges. 

It seems that as rapidly as we increase our faculty salaries, sister institutions and 
competing colleges do likewise, some of them continuing to outrun us on this par- 
ticular point. We are just entering the most critical period of all in the securing of 
teachers. The shortage - ‘is rapidly becoming more evident and the high schools, forced 
to give larger increments, are attracting many who might otherwise remain in college 
. teaching. As the great increase in enrollment moves up into the college age bracket, 
the demand for college teachers will be felt much more keenly. If Carthage is to re- 
tain a first class faculty, it will have to make salary increases an annual affair for the 
next several years. | 

_ One of the most encouraging items in the matter of student personnel has been the 
emergence of a new spirit on the part of at least the leaders of our student body in 
accepting responsibilities which are always co-existent with privileges. This year for 
the first time the student self government program has seemed to come of age. Young 


people in positions of sant in student affairs have assumed definite responsibili- 
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ties in assisting the administration in the proper. guidance: of our students and in the 
influence and control of student action. 

Carthage College. must. be.a center of moral, ethical.and religious concern. We must 
have on our campus an atmosphere that produces a spirit within the student body and 
the faculty that encourages high standards of personal behavior and the idealism and 
the motivations of the Christian faith. Since we believe that mere technical compe- 
tence is not enough, we must be sure that on our campus there i is a constant encourage- 
ment of growth in character and that the Christian spirit is very much alive and evi- 
dent in all phases of our program. __ 

In the spirit of the theme selected by the United Lutheran Church, ‘Carthage Col- 


lege is continuing to “‘Advance on All Fronts.’’ This is seen in the strong faculty, the 


growth of endowment and reduction of indebtedness, the high caliber of students, the 
religious emphasis, and student morale on the Carthage campus. Possibly, however, 


the greatest single opportunity of advance lies in the plan for the establishment of a 


second campus. This plan, approved by the Board of Trustees of the College and 


presented to this convention of Synod for approval and support, is the result of much 


study and consideration by leaders of the Church and of education. Long denied the 


_ full opportunity of tapping the rich resources of its territory because of the handicap 


of location, yet desiring to render a good stewardship of the facilities which the Church 
has provided on the present site, the Trustees believe that a second campus is the 
answer. It makes possible the continued use of the plant in Carthage. Time is given 
to see whether the future increase in the number of students attending College will 


_ benefit the Carthage site and permit it to continue functioning. If future conditions 


prove that the present location is not desirable, the removal to a second campus already 
in operation will be a much less disruptive situation than complete relocation in one 
step. On the other hand, the new campus offers a location much closer to the great 
majority of our congregations and should result in a much larger number of our Luth- 
eran young people attending their Church college. The second campus will imme- 
diately begin tapping for the common treasury of the College the financial resources of 


the new community, It will not only hold the Northwest Synod in the partnership in © 


Christian Higher Education with the other three synods supporting the College, but 
it will greatly increase, also, their fund raising efforts and annual contributions to the 
College. At the same time, it eliminates the threat of a rival Lutheran college being 
established in the midst of the high concentration of our congregations and member- 
ship. There are many other advantages. On careful study the second campus plan 
proves to hold great possibility for Carthage College to advance at a highly accelerat- 
ed pace and to become the outstanding College of the United Lutheran Church, serving 
the youth of the midwest in its program of Christian Higher Education. |

The camp of 1956 for Western Conference B was held at the Luccock Park Metho- | 
dist Camp, 12 miles south of Livingston, Montana, on Highway 89. Headliners on 
the. staff were Pastor and Mrs. Carl Fagerlin, St. John’s Lutheran Church, Mound, 
Minnesota; Miss Jan Nielsen (now Mrs. Marlin Johnson), Luther League of 
America Missions Secretary, Minneapolis, Minnesota; and Pastor Clarence B. Lund, 
Parish Education and Youth Secretary. There were 107 registrations. Pastor Karl A. 
Schmidt was the Dean. 

During the past year the Western Conference B Churches have worked with the 
Augustana Lutheran Churches of Montana for the purpose of finding a permanent 
s.te where we can establish our own Bible Camp.. Many places have been investigated 
but so far none has been chosen. In order to prepare for the time a site will be pur- 
_ chased, a Permanent Camp Fund has been established. The Articles of Incorporation 
for the United Lutheran Church and Augustana Churches have been drawn up relat- 
ing to this joint Bible Camp venture. Only one of the Augustana churches is left to 
sign these articles. At the present time Pastor Eugene L. Hasselquist is the chairman 
of the United Lutheran Churches-Augustana Bible Camp Board. 

The 1957 Camp will also be held at the Luccock Park Methodist Camp. Pastor

families attending camp this year. We have suffered from the lack of having our own 
permanent camp because the rented camps are not always suitable for a family-camp 
set - ee year more arrangements have been made so that families will be more

LUTHERAN CAMP OF WISCONSIN: 
PINE LAKE | 
‘Dr. ‘at Puls, Board Chairman | 


Our camp now begins its 10th year. We have gone a long way since the day we 
signed the contract to purchase an existing summer resort for $36,000. Today our 
assets total $117,911 with a debt of $13,800. In 1956 we purchased a cottage and 
an additional lot. We purchased a camp truck. We are now engaged in a $50.000 
campaign with oben: to wipe out the debt, and erect a Recreational Hall, plus an 
outdoor wig, 

Receipts from churches and Sunday Schools for Capital Investment totaled $8,150, 
an increase of $4,503 over a year ago. Operating expenses (October 1, 1955, to Sep- 
tember 30, 1956) were $23,710. Capital expenditures (cottage, lot, car, plus pay- 
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ments on three cottage mortgages totaling $2,800)- were $6, 810. Registration re- 
ceipts were $22,972. Campers gave $929.16 in free will offerings. Canteen receipts 
were $3,588. Our full-time workers during the season numbered six employees. Deans 
and faculty members continue to serve on ‘board and room, plus transportation’ basis. 
Several times our 135 capacity was reached. We have tried to serve the church by op- | 
erating camps for such ages as is deemed desirable. Beside the Leadership, Women’s 
Week, Family Week and Men’s Retreat, we operated two sections of a th and 6th 
grade camp, three Junior High camps and a High School-Luther League Camp. 

Our rates in 1956 were $15.50 (the 50¢ being for Camper's Insurance). ‘The 
rates were increased by $1.00 for the 1957 season to meet rising costs. 

The “Sons for the Ministry’ retreat is a week-end camp held at the beginning of 
the season that the Camp Board is encouraging. 

For a number of years the Board operated mostly with pastors, plus a lay treasurer. 
Today we have, besides the five pastors, three laymen and a woman member. | 

Our chief reason for success lies with the pastors and congregations who send chil- 
dren and adults in goodly numbers, and who are responding to our Capital Improve- 
ment Appeal. The Board believes the surpluses derived from camp operations are to be 
poured back into the camp, and that it should depend on the Wisconsin Conference | 
to support any Capital Improvement efforts by special gifts. |

with the Lutheran World Federation music committee until his resignation last spring. 
He continues to work with the youth end of the Lutheran World Federation in 
promoting attendance and making arrangements. He has spent considerable time -on 
the Contributory Library of Audio-Visual Aids which is now a successful venture 
of the Parish Education Commiteee. He has also been in close contact with the 
Seminary through the presentation of a Church. Music course and numerous confer- 


ences on Luther League and Parish Education work and as he accompanies the Choir — 


on its annual tour. He continues as a member of the Kanenltng Gomempraee on Worship

REPORT OF THE STEWARDSHIP SECRETARY 


The past year has been one of prayer and hard work. Whatever our effort? accom- 
= is as nothing compared with the gracious love that God has bestowed upon us. 
thank and praise Him that He has given us the opportunity to serve Him. 


_. During 1956 the Synod of the Northwest for the first time in its history of 
sixty-six years passed the one million dollar mark in its total benevolent giving, 
. reaching the amount of $1,060,853.99. 


1956 was the banner year for our Sunday schools in their benevolent giving, 
totaling $76,480.50. During the past ten years our Sunday schools have given a 


total in benevolence of $510, 949.42, and today the Sunday school children have a 


much higher per capita giving for benevolence than our communicant members had 
before the adoption of Grace Giving in June, 1918. 

It is Synod’s goal to have an every-member visitation in every Sunday school, to 
have the children pledge and use duplex envelopes and to have them give oyeny for 
benevolence and current expenses, 
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The Synodical Bulletin continues. to ~ edited by the Stewardship Secretary. It is 
issued every four weeks, thirteen times a year, as a monthly eight-page magazine, — 
as a two-page weekly insert, and on three weights of. 814 by 11 paper for printing or 
mimeographing. The. Synodical Bulletin is used by every congregation in Synod, aad ) 
now has the greatest circulation in its history—54,000 copies. 

The cause of Lutheran World Action has been brought to our people in many | 
ways. In the summer of 1956, the Stewardship Secretary was sent to Europe on the 
Lutheran World Action tour of refugee camps and welfare centers. As a result of 
this trip, illustrated lectures on LWA have been given in Synod, using original color — 
slides. We gave $85,432:51 to LWA in 1956, $7,516. 49 less than ‘we were 
expected to give. 

If every congregation tells the story of LWA to its members and to thie childeen | 
of the Sunday school, and then gives everyone an opportunity to make frequent — 
contributions to this great cause, we shall succeed in giving = -$10l, 660. 00 we |

| The Sector Project for Christian Seewardship was used in Synod for the first © 


time in 1956. Mr. Chester A. Myrom, ULCA Associate Stewardship Secretary, 
and the Stewardship Secretary, sometimes with the help of others, covered Synod 
with a workshop series for pastors in February and March, with a workshop tour for 


pastors and councilmen in May, and with the third and final Worksop: series of

REPORT OF THE CONSTITUTION COMMITTEE 


A. At the Billings Convention of Synod (1955) an amendment was proposed to 


the Constitution of Synod: limiting to two (2) consecutive terms membership on 
Boards and Committees of Synod. The proposed amendment, which read as follows: 
“No board or committee member shall serve more than two consecutive terms” was 
submitted to the Committee on Constituent Synods, ULCA, and received full 
clearance. At the Milwaukee Convention of Synod (1956) the proposed amendment 
was referred back to the Constitution Committee for further study. The Constitution 
Committee has studied this proposed amendment, and recommends to the synod 
that the proposed amendment be dropped because it would be difficult, if not impossible 


to administer considering the many ways committees and boards are selected in the 


synod. 
B. The following amendment was proposed by the Cadstitveae Couiatien at 
the Milwaukee Convention (1956) and has since received full clearance from the 


Committee on Constituent Synods, ULCA. The committee therefore recommends 


that the following be adopted: “That the following section be added to Article V 
_ (Meetings) of the Synodical Constitution as Section 4. “The Secretary of the Synod 
shall inform by mail all clerical members of Synod, all officers of Synod, and secre- 
taries of congregations that have no Pastor, of all meetings of Synod, regular or 
special, at least thirty (30) days previous to the meeting.” That Section 4 be made 
Section 5 and Section 5 be made Section 6.” 

C. During the year the committee has Been contacted by several congregations 
and pastors of congregations regarding proposed changes to existing constitutions or 
the adoption of a new constitution based upon the proposed Model Constitution for 
Congregations. The committee appreciates the cooperation given and reminds the 
congregations and pastors that the Synodical Constitution in Article IV, Section 2 (A), 
requires that proposed amendments or revisions of congregational constitutions be 
reported to the synodical president for information, and if adopted by the congrega- 
tion, be teported: to the synodical president for record. |

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MINISTRY TO LUTHERAN STUDENTS IN 


NON-LUTHERAN INSTITUTIONS OF HIGHER LEARNING 


This report is based on reports from Pastors located in the various educational 
centers in the territory of Synod. | , 

Ministry to students is carried on by pastors who work exclusively with students, 
_ by lay-counselors, and by pastors who minister to students in addition to their regular 
parish work. All full-time and part-time workers are responsible to the Division of 
College and University Work of the National Lutheran Council. with headquarters in 
Chicago, Dr. Donald F. Heiges, Executive Secretary. All workers with students are 
called upon to file detailed annual reports with the Division Secretary. 

The work is supported by grants-in-aid from the National Lutheran Council 
Synod, congregations, organizations, individuals, and student fund drives. 
In Wisconsin The Student Foundation is now organized on a State-wide basis 
Full-time student counselors will be placed to serve the various schools in Milwaukee. 
and a full-time counselor to serve the State Colleges in Eau Claire and Menominee. 
When these counselors begin work in September, the Foundation will be responsible 
for a campus ministry directed toward 4,200 students from National Lutheran Council 
congregations. The Rev. Glenn Bragstad is student Pastor at the University of Wis- 
consin in Madison, 

The Foundation in Minnesota has the responsibility of ministering to more than 
10,000 Lutheran students at the three campuses of the University of Minnesota at 
Minneapolis, St. Paul, and Duluth; five state teachers colleges, and nine junior colleges. 


The budget for student work in Minnesota in 1958 will be $105,930.00. The. 


Executive Director is the Rev. Osgood Magnussen, Assistant, the Rev. Donald E. 
Anderson. | 


Ten state colleges in North Dakota enroll more than 4,500 Lutheran youth. Four 


campuses, the University at Grand Forks, the Agricultural College at Fargo, the State 
- Teachers College at Minot, and the State School of Science at Wahpeton, have become 


major centers for Lutheran Work. Student centers will be constructed at Grand Forks, 


Bees and Minot by 1960. Campus Pastor at the University is the Rev. Louis 
rich. 

A full-time worker is located at Missoula, Montana, and a part-time worker at 
Bozeman. In Billings, students from the two colleges and the two nurses’ homes 
meet at First English, the Rev. John P. Shannon, Pastor. Schools there, as elsewhere, 
are growing at a rapid rate, and work with students is increasing proportionately. 


At all institutions work with students consists of one or more of the following © 


activities: counseling, teaching courses in Religion and Ethics, conducting worship 
_ services, Organizing and leading discussion groups, and recruiting for Christian voca- 


tions. At the University of North Dakota, courses in Religion are taught at the Foun- 


dation and are given full credit by the University. Campus Pastor Ulrich reports, 
however, that unless changes are made in the method of distribution, the Synod of the 


Northwest will not be giving support to the work in Minot and Wahpeton. Either 


these two campuses can be added to the list of beneficiaries, or distribution can be made 
directly through the Foundations—as is now being done in Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
The latter would seem feasible and the more desirable. 

One veteran worker with students, Dr. Harvey Uber, retired from ‘student work 
during the year, after twenty years of volunteer service in the Milwaukee area. Recogni- 
tion was given by the Provost of the University of Wisconsin at Milwaukee, and by 
several pastors of the city. é 


Reports from pastors who work with students in addition to discharging pastoral | 


duties indicate that efféctive work is being done by them also. Obviously, their work 


cannot be as extensive as that carried on in the larger centers, but a campus ministry is 
- Maintained, and students are responding in ever increasing numbers. | 


From the foregoing it is apparent that ministering to our youth enrolled in colleges 
and universities, in the Name and for the sake of Christ, our Lord and only Savior, 
challenges the Church to prayerful interest and effort. Effective work is being done, 
but the sheer weight of numbers of Lutheran students to be ministered to is over- 
whelming. No other area in the United States has the privilege and responsibility of 
ministering to so many persons who will become trained leaders in all walks of life. 


In spite of the increasingly heavy load, campus Pzstors are dedicated to and enthusiastic 


_ about their work. They are optimistic. Their reports carry with them the overtone of 
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buoyant faith and joy in serving the Lord with this arm of the Church. One writes: 
“I look to my ministry here as the work of our Synod to reach a large number of 


- students who would gradually fall away from the Church and from a personal 7 


religious life.”’ 
Students are helped to think through their faith on a collegiate fevel, and are enabled 


to retain a saving faith despite the mechanistic and meceiauitic interpretations of life 
- which too often are concomitants of higher learning. 


Monies expended for student: work yield definite return in terms of spiritual values.

The purpose of the church on earth is to win souls for Jesus Christ, no matter 
whose those souls are or where they live. The Board of Foreign Missions has endeav- 


ored to do just that by sending men and women to the uttermost parts of the earth to 
preach the soul saving Gospel to every ear that will listen. 


The privilege of promoting this task by interesting more peaple in it has been en- 
trusted to the Synodical Foreign Missions Committee. Through the Synodical Bulle- 
tin your committee published the needs of the fields and urged all congregations and 
Sunday Schools to help meet these needs. Special literature, film strips, and movies 
were offered to each congregation. 

The Epiphany Appeal for work in Malaya resulted in $86,936.34. Of this total 
our Synod contributed $4, 466.57. This was a fine response and the Board wishes to 
express its appreciation for your participation. 

The 1957 Appeal was for Liberia and $3,056.10 was received before. PY soa 18, 
1957, by the Synodical Treasurer. — 

The 1958 Epiphany Emphasis will be the raising of funds to assist the Lutheran 
Church in Japan to establish three church camps in the Kyshu, Kansai, and Kanto 
areas. These camps are to be used for retreats by pastors and laymen, Luther League 


and women’s groups conferences, Sunday School and Kindergarten teacher training 


workshops, organists and choir directors institutes, and the development of the youth 
programs in the church. The goal for the Appeal is $85,000. 

The World Mission Study theme for 1957-58 will be ‘“The Christian Mission in 
Japan.’’ The adult study book will be “‘Cross and Crisis in Japan’’ by Dr. Chas. W. 
Iglehart. There will be many visual aids available on this subject. The Board join-

“The last, the least and the lost’’ we are ministering to Christ. The annual reports 
of the 4 states mentioned above reveal that 1,372 children were given help the past 
year. 367 children were placed for adoption and 671 unmarried mothers were coun- 
selled and helped. Many thousands of patients were visited by chaplains and pastors in 
state, county and city hospitals and several hundred displaced persons were resettled 
in the various states of our Northwest Synod territory. The total budgets of these 4 
Welfare Societies is slightly over one million dollars. This is the work of your church 


through the Lutheran Welfare Society.. We represent your pastor and congregation 
when we minister to the sick in the hospital, counsel with boys and girls in correc- 


tional institutions, assist the children whose parents are divorced and help the unmarried 
mother work through her problems. Our Welfare Societies need — the 
prayers, good will and financial help of our Uaised Lutheran Churches.

Pensions got a full review with the result that 
those who retired before June 30, 1956 will receive gradually increased payments to a 
maximum of $1,500 per year; those who retire after June 30, 1956 will receive 
minimum pensions of $900 per year. The availability of Social Security on the date 
was the determining factor. 

Evangelism will continue as one of the departments of the Board of Social Missions; 

a decision reached midway in the two year Evangelism Mission of the VJ.L.CA. 
: First reports of this mission showed an excellent response by church members in calling 
on each other and on the unchurched. The program will be continued in a form yet 


to be determined. 
The Board of American Missions Plan of Operation was reviewed and after minor 


_ changes adopted. It is apparent that the Church has been pleased with the aggressive 
expansion which has been accomplished by this board. An audience of 12,000 
witnessed the Sunday afternoon spectacular “Nets in the Deep, "put on by the 
Board during the convention. 

The United Lutheran Church Foundation was authorized for the purpose of 
soliciting gifts from individuals and corporate donors for the boards, enemas and 


auxiliaries of the Church.

2 Nationally, we women are now a million dollar organization having disbursed that 
- amount through the official boards of ‘our United Lutheran Church this past year. Of 
that amount $50,535.85 was raised by women of the Northwest Synod. This is an 
increase of $718.04 over the previous year. $21,656.80 was given through Thank- 
Offering. This is a personal gift given from thankfel hearts. ““A daily gift, a daily 
prayer that all the wortd our Christ may share.’’ : 
We fully support Mrs. James Miller, veteran missionary to Liberia. Since we realize 
the need for educating native workers to carry on the gospel message in their countries 


- we gave $4, 285.92 to the support of nationals and scholarships. Where doors close 


behind our missionaries these native Christian. young people are our hope for Christ's 
- cause in the future. 

) We are equally eager to interest our girls in the local parish to consider full time 
Christian service. To that end Central Conference held a retreat for girls last fall at 
- which Miss Josephine Darmstaetter, assistant executive secretary of the general organi- 

zation, presented to the girls the needs and opportunities in many fields of Christian 
service, Another such retreat is planned for this fall and we urge pastors to encourage 
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qualified girls to attend. Our Synodical organization, as well as two of our conferences, 
also make available scholarships of $200.00 a year for two years to girls recommended | 
by their pastor and planning to enter some field of full time Christian service. 

We feel an ‘informed woman is an interested woman’’ so we seek through our 
membership and education committees to reach every woman in our churches with 
a church-centered, interesting program. Our special mission study this year was based 
on “Southeast Asia’ and ‘Mission U.S.A.’’ This coming year ‘‘Japan’’ and ‘‘Christ, 


the Church and Race’’ will be studied. Our official magazine ‘‘Lutheran Womans Work’”’ 


will celebrate its golden anniversary in January, 1958, and we urge women to sub- 
scribe to and use this fine magazine. Through spring forums, district rallies and sum- 
mer camp sessions we seek to help develop local leadership. We offer our assistance 
to any pastor who would like help in either organizing or re-organizing the women’s 
work in his congregation. We express our thanks to all pastors for their cooperation, 
to Dr. George McCreary for space allowed in the Synodical Bulletin and to Dr. Paul ~ 
Bishop for his guidance and help. | a
